Safe Arrival at Russian 
Port of the Mission Head- 
ed by Elihu Root Is An- 
nounced by Washington. 


Washington, June 3.—Safe arrival at 
a Russian port of the American com- 
mission to Russia, headed by Elihu 
Root, ambassador extraordinary, was 
announced today in a een to the 


navy department. 

The commission heft Washington 
ent May 15, charged with greetings 
to the new democratic government of 
Russia and authorized to pledge un- 
stinted aid from the United States not 
only in the prosecution of war against . 
the common enemy, but in the rehabili- 
tation of the demoralized country. It 
was preceded by a special mission of 
railroad experts, whose arrival already 
has been announced. 

After a final conference between 
President Wilson and Mr. Root the 
commissioners traveled overland to the 
Pacific coast and there boarded a fast 
naval vessel for the voyage to the 
Orient.

With the’ British, Armies in France, 
June 3.—(Via London. From a Staff 
Correspondent of the Associated Press.) 
While overcast skies have limited the 
aerial offensive in the last few days, 
British pilots continue to bring in 
accounts of German airplanes breaking 
to pieces in the air shortly after be- 
ing attacked. This tendency has been 
notable for more than a fortnight. 
Once shot out of control, the German. 
planes have lost their wings, tails and 
when they finally crash to the ground 
very little wreckage Can de ‘seen. 

German Lost Wings. 

A day or two ago a British pilot 
flew at an enemy machine head-on, 
maneuvering at the last moment just 
in time. to avoid a collision. One of 
the wings of the British plane, how- 
ever, scraped one of the German 
wings, whereupon the latter began to 
fall. The British pilot dived after 
him and was startled to see the Ger- 
man’s damaged wings fly completely 
off while the tail dragged as if its 
back was broken. 

Whether faultiness in so many Ger- 
man machines is due to the speed with 
which the Germans have to turn them 
out to meet the British offensive, or 
to the lack of suitable material, is a 
matter of no concern on this side of 
the line. 1 

Recent attempts by the Germans to 
use floating clouds as screens for air- 
plane raids have led to some rather 
spectacular sky bombardments by the 
British anti-aircraft guns. hese 
guns have occasionally driven the 
raiders from cover and forced them 
to turn back over their own line. 
German aviators seem especially 
trained in the defensive use of clouds, 
for during air battles if a bit of pas 
ing vapor is available they invariably 
dive or side-slip into this. This is on- 
ly another demonstration of the Ger- 
man passion for digging in, such as 
first brought the world war to trench 
fighting. The Germans dig in the 
land, in the air and under the sea. 

Artillery Activity Increases. 

The artillery activity appears g?adu- 
ally to be growing. in intensity alon 
most of the British front with raids an 
counter raids going on first in one sec- 
tor and then in another. These raids 
are the means that the armies have of 
keeping in touch with the enemy and 
harassing him..

@ventful days in American history, that 


which will witness between tomorrow’s 
suns the registration under the recent selec- 
tive conscription act of every man in the 
country between the ages of twenty-one and 
thirty-one, for prospective or possible serv- 
ice in the American army. 

In every state, from one end of the 
country to the other, it will be a day sig- 


nalised by patriotic celebration in honor of 


the men who will tender their services to 
their country; for it is a tender of service. 
Barring exceptional cases, there is none un- 
willing to give the service his country needs 
and asks. 

Here in Georgia June 5 has, by proclama- 
tion of Governor Harris, been declared a 


legal holiday. Patriotic citizens, men and 


women, will gather at the registration booths 
to cheer and encourage the men who will 
' Fespond to the country’s call. And these 
‘thousands of young and virile Georgians will 
respond as readily and as willingly as did 
their fathers and grandfathers when there 
was need for them in other wars. 

Registration and exemption boards have 
but one thing to do—their duty as thé lay 
directs. Let them feed every man out of 
the same spoon and there will be no occa- 
sion for them to fear it. There must be no 
favoritism, no partiality, but a rigid hewing 
to the line. with each case standing solely 
upon its own merits under the law. It is a 
great national service they are called upon 
to perfcrm; they will be measured in future 
by their performance of it.

From frying pan into fire is the quick 
leap Russia has apparently taken; for, cer- 
tainly the pan was some cooler at least than 
the red-hot coals of fomented rebellion. The 
tyranny of Russian royalty was bad enough, 
but it at least maintained fairly good order. 
But if it is to be replaced by the tyranny of 
an element of the people, Russia may be in 
for a long siege of chaos, anarchy and crime. 

It is immeasurably unfortunate that any 
such conditions should arise at this tinie, 
when Russia could and would, under orderly 
democratie rule, be so forceful a factor in 
the .establishment of permanent world 
peace—at a time when it is not Russia’s 
misfortune alone, but that, too, of almost 
every other nation. 

When Russia threw’ 
plause was heard 
was cordially welcomed into the circle of 
democratic nations; they stood ready, and 
do yet, to lend her a helping hand, not only 
morally but materially. But if she would 
have their help, certainly it will be expected 
that she put her house in order. 

As much and as long as we have desired 
and hoped for a free Russia, undoubtedly 
Russian czardom is preferable to Russian 
anarchy.

superior to the crisis, or its failure will go 
into history as the greatest of modern world

Interesting Official Statistics 
On Illiteracy in the South 


Editor Constitution: The official figures 
of the last United States census show that 
Georgia has 7.8 per cent of white illiterates 
and 36.5 per cent of negro. 

The following southern states are below 
us when it comes to white illiteracy: Louisi- 
ana has 14.2 per cent; North Carolina, 12.3 
per cent; South Carolina, 10.3 per cent; Ala- 
bama, 9.9 per cent; Kentucky, 9.9 per cent; 
Tennessee, 9.7 per cent; Virginia, 8.1 per 
cent. 

The following states have more negro 
illiteracy: Louisiana, 48.4 per cent; Ala- 
bama, 40 per cent; South dane 38.7 per 
cent. 

In the previous census statistics of 1900, 
six southern states had greater white illit- 
eracy, While in 1910 they numbered seven, 
showing that we moved upward one step. 

‘Combining. the white and negro statistics, 
we find Louisiana lowest in illiteracy, with 


e per cent; South Carolina next lowest, 


with 25.7 per cent; Alabama, 22.9 per cent: 
| Mississippi, 22.4 per cent; Arigona, 20.9 per 
cent, and Georgia, 20.7 per cent. Georgia is

Pneumonia, Cap- 
tain of the Death Brigade, thrives in dark- 
ness, Anemia, Destroyer of auty, makes 
great strides where sunlight is excluded. 

Sunlight is like many other sovereign reme- 
dies, scorned because it is so cheap. Sun- 
light, the peer of all blood medicines and 
the superior of most of them, comes in a 
plain package; hence nobody cares to take 
any more than she can help. 

Wives, daughters and sweethearts will 
kindly put down the paper and read no fur- 
ther today. The rest of this talk is for hus- 
bands, fathers and just fellows. Here is a 
tip straight from the doctor: 

Make em let in the sunlight. If shades

Northern Colored Student 
Advises Members of His 
Race to Stay in the South 


Editor Constitution: For the past several 
months I have been watching with keen 
interest the great exodus of negroes from 
the south to the large cities of the north 
and west. I have been curious to know the 
causes and conditions that have caused them 


to leave the farms and come here. I have for 


many years believed the south to be the best 
place for the masses of the colored people 
and that the southern white people are their 
best friends. The colored people from the 
south find that the north is ne haven of rest 
for them, and that while there is at present 
plenty of work at good wages, the cost of 
living is such that it takes all that they earn 
to meet their needs and that the chances 
of getting ahead are very few. Here in the 
north the colored man is Sarred from all of 
the useful trades, and the large hotels and 


_restaurants nearly all have white service. 


While there are no segregation laws here 
still. colored people find it hard to rent a 
house in a decent. location, and if they do 
they have to pay more rent than the other 
tenants. The colored mechanic finds that 
all that he can do is the menial work, such 
as hod carrying or excavating, or to push 
a wheelbarrow, for the labor unions see to 
it that they never use hatchet, saw or trowel, 

It is clear to every one that te the poor 
tenant farmer the offer of high wages, more 
political rights and better schools are very 
attractive. The people of the south should 
offer some inducement for them to stay, such 
as better school facilities, and better ways of 
obtairing money to finance their farm opera- 
tions. 

It seems to me that the colored farmer 
of the south now has the chance of his life 
to get ahead; with food products selling for 


very high prices he now has a chance to 


pay off his mortgage and be prepared to 
meet ahy conditions that the dawn of peace 
may bring. 

The colored people of the south should 
remember that with all the high wages and 
so-called opportunities, that the people here 
are making a very poor showing in business. 
Here in Philadelphia, with a population of 
about 90,000 colored people, there are to, 
be found only two or three colored drug 
stores and only one small dank. Many of 
the moving picture theaters now bar colored 
people, and as there are no colored theaters 
they have to give up that pleasure. 

As one who has the interest of his people 
very much at heart I appeai to the colored 
people of the south to think well before they 
sell their homes to come north, for I am sure 
that on the farms of the south they can at 
least make a comfortable living. Here they 
will receive $2.50 to $3.00 per day when they 
work, but with the present high cost of liv- 
ing, rent, etec., they will at the best live only 
from hand to mouth, and soon long for the 
fair fields of the sunny south.

Martial law was proclaimed, and the

measures restored order. Twenty-seven

g which the republican guards were 
attacked. with wf a gS gare bts knives 
and bombs. Hundreds persons were 
arrested and taken on board warships 
in the harbor or confined in the naval 
arsenal. 

The government issued a proclama- 
tion that the necessary measures would 
be taken to relieve the shortage in 
foods. A cargo of wheat from the 
United States arrived today and the 
government asserts, hopes that its ne- 
gotiations with Washington would re- 
sult in Portugal obtaining enough ton- 
nage from German ships that had been 
seized to relieve the most urgent needs 
of the people. The Spanish government 
also has arranged for considerable sup- 
plies of bread to be sent from Spain 
to the Portuguese border districts. 

When the government was question- 
ed in parliament regarding the disor- 
ders it was asserted that German 
money was lar ply used in fomenting 
disturbances. he American flag was 
raised over the buildings of an estab- 
lishment at the Poco do Bispo and the 
rioters respected the place.

Value o Steam Sterilizers Is Shown 
In pee Tests of Atlanta’s Dairies 


Claude Smith, city 


In his i a ae for May on tuberculin-tested dairies Dr. 
bacteriologist, stresses the importance of steam sterilizers: 

„The attention of the consumer,” he says, is again called to the protec- 
tion from contagious diseases afforded by those dairies which have steam 
sterilizers.” 

“THE USE OF PRESERVATIVES: In order to keep a low bacterial count, 
there is a temptation to some dairymen to employ preservatives in the milk. 
The department is on the alert. to detect such practices and punish the of- 
‘fenders. Some preservatives produce a peculiar taste in the milk, and con- 
sumers are asked to notify the laboratory at once if the taste of the milk is 
abnormal, a 

STANDARDS FOR MILK. 

BUTTER FATS: The law requires that the milk contain as much as 3.6 
per cent butter fats. Rich milk will contain as high as 5 per cent. 

BACTERIA: Fresh, clean milk will contain less than “10,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter. The law allows as many as 100,000 per cubic centi- 
meter. If it contains more than 100,000, there has been” Carelessness some- 
where in handling the milk. 

TEMPERATURE: . Milk should be kept below a temperature ot 50 degrees, 
or it may become dangerous. The consumer should test his milk with a ther- 
mometer. The law requires that all milk be delivered at a s be- 
low 55 degrees.
